The United States Air Force launched the 
biggest Earth satellite of the space age 
tonight, an 8,000-pound Atlas Inter- 
continental Ballistic Missile, more than

The mighty Atlas, which only last month was fired

time, is designed to ‘talk back” to the Earth.

data to earth.

The plaintuY testifed that up 
to April lest year he had been 
buying und selling shares 
turough Chung and had an 
arrangement with hlm whereby 
Chung would deposit his share 
scripts with the Hongkong and 
Shanghai! Banking Corporation 
and obtain advances for him up 
to 50 per cent of the value of the 
shares, 


In Wife's Name 


The plaintl® said that Chung 
told him he would deposit the 
shares In his wife's mame and 
ybtaln the advances through her 
because he did not want to mix 
up the plaintiff's money with 
his because he also had facilitles 
at the bani. 


Last December Chung bought 
on his behalf 6,000 shares In the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Hotels 
Ltd, and 1,500 shares in the 
Hongkong and Whampoa Dock 
Co Lid, sald the plaintiit. 


He said that in April this 
year he decided to settle ac- 


‘rounts with Chung so ho sold 


2,600 Hotels shares. On April 24 
Chung handed him — three 
receipts. One was for 1,000 
Dock shares ond 1,500 Hotel 
shares which were held against 
an overdraft of $36,000. 


The plaintiff said he accepted 
this overdraft as being for his 
benefit.
